Wastington, February 14.—A state- 
ment issued tonight at “the Washing- 
ton offices of the Roosevelt national 
committee,’ in the interest of Colonel 
Roosevelt,and signed by Medill] Mc- 
Cormick, declared that President Taft's 
adipinistration has embarked upon a 
policy of “political suicide and mur- 
der.” 

President Taft's New York speech, 
in’ which he referred to “political neu- 
rotics,” is criticised,-as is Secretary 
MacVeagh's speech at Lansing, in 
which he declared that Mr. Roosevelt 
would not, and could not, be a candi- 
date for the presidency. 

Mr. McCormick, who recently with- 
drew from-Senator La Follettes cam- 
paign, has opened offices in a down- 
town office building. The statement 
was issued from there. 

Until ‘tonight there has been no 
Roosevelt “headquarters” here, and 
these offices are not now known as 
such, but the former president's friends

Of the infatuation of His Wile

Sneed Takes Stand and Relatés 
How He Discovered the Re- 
lations of His Wife and 
Boyce—Says Wife Wanted 
to Go Away With Boyce. 


, Fort Worth, Texas, February 14.— 
John Beal Sneed, Amarillo, Texas, 
banker, ‘told the jury which is to de- 
termine as to whether he is guilty of 
that on the impulse of the 
moment he drew his pistol and 
ed shooting as fast us I could,” the 
bullets that caused the death of A. G. 
Boyce, Sr., wealthy ranch owner and 
father of the man he declares disrupt- 
ed his home. This avowal came as a 
climax to the bDanker’s dramatic recital 
of incidents preceding tthe elopement 
of his wife and A. G. Boyce, Jr., and 
their detention in Winnipeg, Canada, 
during which Sneed wept. 

Sneed declared that during the aft- 
ernoon preceding the killing of Boyce 
he had studiously avoided the cattle- 
man, but early that night it. was nec- 
essary that he enter the hotel where 
Boyce was stopping. His relative, J. 
H. Bowman, who was with him, Sneed 
declared, as he entered the lobby, he 
heard some one say:* “ here comes 
the ! now.” 

“I turned and saw two men rising 
from their chairs, one of them Boyce,” 
Sneed asserted, “who I knew made 
the remark. I jerked my pistol and 
started shooting as fast as I could.” 

On the Verge of Collapse. 

At tnis point Sneed seemed on the 
verge of collapse, but quickly com- 
posed himself and, continuing, de- 
clared that he held the elder Boyce ra- 
sponsible, to a great extent, for his 
domestic difficulties. 

Immediately preceding the shooting,

FIRE A GED 


IN9TH STORY 


OF AUSTELL 
{Flames Start in Austell Printing 


Company. -—Damage Several 
Thousand Dollars 


Fire which broke out in room $15 
Austell building, occupied by the Aus- 
tell Printing Company,..and which 
spread into adjoining offices, resulted 
in damage of several thousand dollars 
shortly after 1:30 o’clock this morning. 

The fire was discovered by Jimmy 
Mann, the night elevator man for. The 
Constitution. He called for a_ police- 
man, who gave the alarm, and all of 
the apparatus in the downtown fire 
Stations responded. Locomotive  en- 
sines in.the near-by switch yards 
took up the alarm and in a short time 
a large crowd gathered at the scene, 

Because of the height of the build- 
ing the firemen were delayed several 
minutes in getting a stream of water 
to the flames, After the fire was once 
reached .by the water it was soon un- 
der control. 

J, Homer Wallace, president of the 
Austell Printing Company, could not 


be reached this morning by telephone. 
The fire practically did greatest dam- 
age in this office. 

Other offices in the imme@iate vicin- 
ity, whic were more or less damaged 
by fire and vater, are Israel Pries, a 
tailor and furrier; J. L. Nichols & Co., 
books; Concord Life Association. On 
the eight floor a number of offices 


were damaged by water. 
The Austell building was erected in 


1895 at a cost of $500,000. It was fully 
insured for the comparatively slight 
damege done the building this morn- 
ing. It Was impossible to reach any 
of the firms damaged by the fire to as- 
certain the insurance, 

Much trouble “was encountereqg by 
the fire department in running hose 
lines to the ninth floor. The majority 
of the streams were extended up the 
stairway, while several weré run to 
the top floor over the extension lad- 
der, extended immediately after the 
arrival, of the apparatus. | 

For a time it looked’‘as if the entire 
building was’ doomed. The fife was 
very spectacular. Mlames shot across 
the nerrow alleyway and almost touch- 
ea the windows ef offices om the ad- 
joining ~ wing. 

No cause for the fire is kedws:, 

Several firemen were overcome by 
the smoke, but were carried to lower 
floors by the elevator, operated by the 
watchman, who stuck by his machine 
until the flames were extinguished.

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Co-operation between the farmer and 
the merchant was the keynote of the 
addresses delivered at the Southern 
Merchants’ convention yesterday. The 
success of the mer@hant, it was shown, 
depends almost entirely upon the pros- 
perity of*the farmer, hence the need of 
co-operation between the two to this 
common end, 

To this end, it was suggested ‘that 
merchants in different trade centers 
form associations, make other crops 
besides cotton a bas\s of credit, en- 
courage the planting af grains and the 
diversification of crops, and do every- 
thing in their power to encourage the 
reduction of cotton acreage not only 
for this year, but indefinitely. 

A number of short talks, all of them 
made by men well known throughout 
the state, showed that the co-opera- 
tion of merchants, as suggested, is not 
only feasible, ‘but that it will work ‘to 
the good o fall. It was shown that 
wheat, oats, corn, potatoes, sorghum 
and many other crops can be made 
even more profitaDle than is cotton, 
and for this reason the- practice of 
making the fleecy staple the sole basis 
of credit among ly men is radi- 
cally wrong. It limits the farmer, it 
was shown, to cotton as his main crop, 
and prevents his doing just the thing 
he must do to succeed as he should— 
diversify.

A téntative plan which is being proposed is for the street car company 
to sell eight tickets for 25 cents for school children. eight tiekets for the 
working people and six-tickets for all other patrons. 

The tickets for the school children could be made good for hours when 
they are going to school or returning home, say from 7 to 9 o'clock; and 
from i to 3 o'clock, There are thousands of little children who have to walk 
to schoo] now and often through the mud and rain when their parents might 
afford to let them ride if a reduced rate was given. The street car company, 
say those who have atudied thé fjuestion, would increase its revenue by such 


a concession.

“That isthe paramount inecessity of the opening agricultural 
season in this section.

In years past, cotton has. held the south in bondage. The pro- 
cess, sometimes, was aided by bear cliques on the market. It all 
came to the same thing in the long run.

This year, and henceforth, the south must hold cotton in bond- 
age. Evidence mounts that 1912 is going to emphasize the part- 
ing of the ways.

The very uniqueness of this great world-asset has contributed

march to the destiny prophesied by its resources. Because cotton 
was the practical equivalent of currency in the world’s markets 
when the south began the uphill fight after reconstruction, and be- 
cause the nations demanded cotton from America and the south, 
when they might cut down their takings of ¢very other American 
product—there grew up in this section the expensive fallacy that 
cotton was the one reliable money crop. That dangerous theory 
became one of the props of the tenant system, in itself undesirable 
and toll-taking of prosperity. 

All these years that the south has been burning joss-sticks be- 
fore the idol of cotton, it has persistently practiced other follies. 
Like any other section, the south is in need of corn, wheat, oats, 
all foodstuffs, including cattle and hogs, stock generally, poultry 
products—all and singular of the items that go to make up the 
life and life-blood of a thriving, and not moribund, farming and 
manufacturing people. : 

Each one of these items the south can produce on its own mar- 
velously fertile acres, aided by a climate that is the wonder and 
admiration of the seasoned world-witness. Has the south been ad- 


dressing itself to a program of this nature? Not perceptibly! 
Year after year it-has mortgaged its one money-reliance of cotton, 
draining the revenues it received from cotton, pinching the tenant 
and penalizing the landloré—to raise hundreds of millions each 
year to be paid out, in wantonly needless tribute, to other sections 
for those life supplies that should have been brought forth on our 
own soil.

OVER 140,000 SOUTHRONS 
TREATED FOR HOOKWORM 


Washington, February 14.—More than 
140,000 persons in nine states of the 
south were treated for the hookworm 
diseases by the Rockefeller sanitary 
commission during the last year, ac- 
cording to the second annual report of 
the commission made public today. 

The great value of the work done, 
however, was not in the number of 
people aided to better health, the re- 
port says, but in the fact that the peo- 
ple are being educated in sanitation, 
and that the states, co-operating with 
the commission, have enlisted in the 
war against disease caused by unsan- 
itary conditions. 

The commission and the states spent 
during the last year $148,000, making 
the average cost of each person treat- 
ed $1.27. 


TAMMANY BALLOT MAY 
BE FORTY FEET LONG 


New York, February 14.—The Tam- 
many general committee is seeking to 
find some way around a provision of 
the new state primary law reguiring 
that the primary ballot shall contain 
the names of the men selected for the 
county, congressional and legislative 
committees and half a dozen district 
committees.

of that once magic “Theodore Roose- 
velt” did not result in enoug.. applause 
and enthusiasm to wake a delegate 
froim one of the hill counties, who had 
considered 4 o’clock a proper time for 
retiring. 

The speakers all called the proceed- 
ings of the afternoon “a love feast.” 
It was probably all of that, for una- 
nimity of sentiment was never more 
forcibly expressed. There were a half- 
score votes taken and there was never 
a ‘“‘no”’ spoken, which is consicerable 
indication of party harmony. 

True, some contests were filed 
against the seating of the Taft dele- 
gates from Fulton, Chatham and sev- 
eral other counties. These contests 
were referred to a committee of cre-

MILLIONS SUFFERING 
FROM HUNGER IN CHINA 


Washington, February 14.—Suffering 
among the hungry millions in famine- 
stricken provinces of China is graph- 
ically described in a report to the 
American Red Cross here from Amos 
P, Wilder, consul-general at Shanghai 
and a member of the Shanghai Relief 
commission. Conditions are worse than 
ever before in seven provinces Mr. 
Wilder says and money for relief is 
needed immediately. 

About the middle of May the gather- 
ing of scant crops will improve the 
situation but during the next two 
months and a half the relief workers 
will have their worst problem to deal 
with. 

Mr. Wilder believes that levees and 
dikes now being constructed by C. D. 
Jameson, the Red Cross engineer, will 
tend to prevent famines in the future. 
This work has furnished employment 
to hundreds of sufferers and many 
others could be used but for lack of 
funds. Every man to whom aid is ex- 
tended is required to work for what he 
gets.

BY WILSON'S MEN

Government Aided Congressmen 
Who Were Seeking Reelection, | 


Wright Testifies in Everglades 
Hearing That Secretary Wil- 
son Sent Government Em- 
Ployees With Congressmen 
Who Were Campaigning. 


Washington, February 14.—That the 
department of agriculture, in time past, ; 
has sent some of its experts on tours 
with congressmen seeking re-election, 
was related in the Florida Everglades 
inquiry today. 

J. O. Wright, formerly a department 
engineer, but now employed in state 
drainage work in Florida, declared that 
in 1908 he was detailed to accompany 
Representative John H. Small to Wash- 
ington, N. C., during a campaign. Four 
other agricultural employees, he testi- 
fied, went along. 

Government Paid Expenses. 

The government, Wright said, paid 
the experts’ expenses. CongresSsman 
Small iwvtroduced the soil, cotton, plant 
industry and corn experts, then told 
the crowd to wait for him to speak. 
Wright said the congressman's re- 
marks were of a political nature. ' 

Other candidates Wright said he had 
helped included Representatives God- 
Win and Thomas, of North Carolina; 
Representative Ransdell, of Louistana, 
and another congressman from the 
Shreveport district, whose name he 
could not recall. 

“The Evergiades are still unreclaim- 
ed,” said Wright. “A very small por- 
tion is under cultivation. Most of that 
part of the Florida peninsula is incap- 
able of cultivation, because it has not 
been drained. When I first went to 
Florida in 1906 I traveled through the 
Everglades with Governor Broward by 
the primitive means of the Seminole 
Indians’ glade boats, 

More Settlers In Everglades. 

Today a system of canals float 
steamboats over the same routes. There 
are many more settlers in the Ever- 
giades now than there were when I 
mrst saw the country.” 

Wright said that when he was sent 
to the Everglades, S. G. Elliott, recent- 
ly dismissed from the service by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson, was given 
first chance at the assignment, but ob- 
jected that drainage of the Everglades 
was of “doubtful utility.” 

Representative Small, of North Caro- 
lina, appeared before the committee to 
explain the trips through his district. 
He said politics did not enter into the 
lectures for discussions and that dif- 
fusion of knowledge was the aim. 

Chairman Moss asked Solicitor Me- 
Cabe, of the department, if the practice 
of sending government employees into 
congressional districts had been dis- 
continued. Mr. McCabe said it had not, 
but insisted there was no politics in it. 

Mr. Wright testified that his report 
on the feasibility of reclaiming the 
Everglades was turned over to Chief 
Engineer Elliott in January, 1909, and 
that it nad not been published. In Ovc- 
1909, Henry H. Hall, of Colo- 
rado Springs, had obtained an excerpt 
from the report which was later pub- 
lished by the Florida land commission. 

He disagreed with the Elliott Ever- 
zlades circular, alleged to have been 
suppressed, largely for its “halt 
truths,” he said, and the fact that it 
was “exceptionable for the things it 
did not state.”

Represented With State Branch, 


Promotion of Sound Banking 
System and Currency Re- 
form Is Its Object—Formal | 
Organization at Capital Club 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


A Georgia branch of the National 
Citizens@League was formed at a meet- 
ing at the Capital City Club yesterday. 

Among those who enrolled their 
names as members of the organization 
are many of the most prominent busi- 
mess men of the city, and it is believed 
that the Georgia branch will soon grow 
to be one of the strongest in the 
country. 

The National Citizens’ League is an 
organization which has for its object 
the promotion of a sound banking Sys- 
tem and ctrrency reform. Its pro- 
moters feel that the time for reforms 
in the banking system and the cur- 
rency of the country is ripe, and that, 
by the co-operation of the business 
men of the country at large, these 
reforms may be effected. 

The main object of the association 
is to prevent, so far as possible, the 
ever recurring periods of panics and 
financial depression, and to make it 
possible for business men and small 
banks to obtain money in such times | 
by the organization of a large national 
reserve association, which can pour 
money into any section when it 18 
mest needed. It is a non-partisan 
movement of business men of all 


classes. 

The league has no bill of its own to 
offer to congress, nor is it committed 
to any plan of any interest or any 
individual, but its position is clearry 
stated in the following principles 
which it proposes to have incorporated 
into law: 

1. Co-operation, not dominant cen- 
tralization, of all banks by an evolu- 
tion out of our clearing house experi- 
ence, 

2. Protection of the credit system 
of the country from the domination of 
any group of financial or political in- 


rests.

8. Independence 
banks, national or state, and uniform 


treatment in discounts and rates to all 
banks, large or small. 

4. Provision for making liquid the 
sound commercial paper of all tne 
banks, either in the form of credits or 
bank notes redeemable in gold or law- 
ful money. ° : 

5. Elasticity of currency and credit 
in times of seasonal demands and 
atringencies, with full protection 
against overexpansion, 

6. Legalization of acceptances of 
tinfe bills of exchange in order to cre-. 
ate a discount market at home and 
abroad. 

7. The organization of better bank- 
ing facilities with other countries, to 
aid in the extension vr our foreign 
trade,

Washington, February 14.—Thou- 
sands of lives will be saved in the fu- 
ure,-im the opinion of bureau of snines 
officials, by means of an oxygen 
pumping apparatus wi which the 
bureau’s workers during the last year 
restored to life more than thirty per- 
sons who had ceased breathing. By 
Means of the lung-filling and empty- 
ing machine used by the bureau oxy- 
gen is forced in, the poisonous gases 
drowned out and normal breathing 
started. The machine acts automati- 
cally, any effort on the part of the 
individual hindering rather than help- 
ing it. 

In drowning cases, gas pojsoning 
and electrocution accidents there will 
be many revivals it is believeg by the 
prompt use of the oxygen device. Hun- 
dreds of inquiries have reached the bu- 
reau of mines from hospitals, physi- 
cians and municipal authorities ask- 
ing about the value of the machine. 
An official of the bureau today said 
that in his opinion the time is near 
when every police patrol will] be equip- 
ped with one of the machines,

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GET NEW PLANT 


High Temperature incinerating 
Plant May Be Erected, 


Same Plan as Used When Au- 
ditorium-Armory Was Built 
and Piedmont Park Pur- 
chased May Be Tried—Mat- 
ter Taking Definite Form. 


A plan for financing the installation 
of a high temperature incinerating 
plant may be devised by the mayorand 
general council on recommendation of 
the board of health. The plan, it is 
said, will be to get a number of citi- 
zens to form a building association, as 
was done when the Auditorium-Armo- 
ry was built, and let this company se- 
cure a charter and issue stock to the 
amount of about $200,000. When the 
company has begun work, the city can 
buy the plant and assume the indebt- 
edness. This will not be contrary to 
the state law prohibiting a municipali- 
ty from incurring debts to run beyond 
the current year. Piedmont park was 
purchased in that way, and the Audi- 
torium-Armory buidlt under such a plan. 

Plan Under Considcration. 

The special crematory committee 
from the board of health has such a 
plan under consideration, and will prob- 
ably recommend it to.the board; which 
will recommend it to the mayor and 
‘general council. This plan will be con- 
‘sidered, provided the city pays as much 
las $400,000 for a plant. “However, the 
| COMmEStCS has before it a proposition 
;froman Atlanta company which claims 
jit can build a crematory for $50,000 
which will destroy all of the refuse. 
This plant will be a high-temperature 
incinerator, with the necessary attach- 
ments for making it odorless and for 
generating steam power for lighting, 
if such is déemed necessary. 

Favor Separate Piauvt. 

It ig believed that the suggestion to 
use the crematory to furnish lights 
and pumping power may be dismissed, 
as water power can be found near the 
city sufficient to operate an electric 
lighting plant. Members of the board 
of health committee are inclined to 
not favor any plan which would join 
the crematory with any other munici- 
pal plant. 

A full report will be made by the 
committee to the board of health just 
aS soon as plans and _e =specifications 
have been prepared and bids received, 
which will be within the next two or 
three weeks. 

That something must be done, and 
done soon, is the unanimous opinion of 
every member of the health board. 

There are dumping grounds in the 
city, and these, say the members of the 
board, must be abolished as soon as 
possible, if Atlanta is to be kept clean 
and healthy during the summer months.

000 bond for his appearance for ar- 
raignment here with all the other de- 
fendants on March 12, 
Over Forty Laber Men Held. 

More than forty of the men, chiefly 
labor union officials, who are charged 
with conspiring to destroy by dyna- 
mite or nitro-glycerin the property of 
employers of non-union labor, were 
under arrest by tonight, and it was 
declared the apprehension of all the 
others would follow within forty-eight’ 
hours. ' 

By its action, the government réeveal- 
ed the identities of the men whom it 
charges with being the accomplices 
of the McNamaras and Ortie E. Mc- 
Manigal ‘in the dynamite plots, em- 
bracing almost 100 explosions, which 
were begun in Massachusetts in 1905, 
which were scattered over the country 
for six years, and which resulted in 
the wrecking of the Los Angeles Times 
building and an attempt to blow up 
President Taft's special train at Santa 
Barbara, Cal. last October. 

Fourteen of those indicted are each 
required to furnish $10,006 bond and 
forty are each required to furnish 
$6,000 bond, making an aggregate bond 
required of $340,000, Some of those 
whom. the government was unable to 
find today were reported to have dis- 
appeared through fear of inability to 
get bond, It was intimated that the 
iron workers’ association would be un- 
able to furnish security for its in- 
dicted members. 

Unable to Obtain Bail. 

Ernest G. W. Basey, former business 
agent of the Indianapolis Iron Work- 
ers’ Unton, and Edward Clark, former 
business agent of the Cincinnati union, 
who were brought here following their 
arrest at Cincinnati, were unable to 
Obtain bail and were taken to jail. 
When Clark appealed to Secretary 
Hockin, of the Iron Workers’ Asso- 
ciation, for aid, Hockin advised the 
United States marshal to inform Clark 
the International Association could do 
nothing for him, and referred him to 
his local union.

Indictments Made Public. 
The indictment on which all the men 
were arrested was made public tonight 
It charges all the fifty-four men with 
conspiracy to violate the statutes for+ 
bidding the carrying of explosives on 
passenger trains, and: details forty- 
seven transportations charged as overt 
acts, and names Ortie’ E. McManigal, 
the MeNamaras or Herbert 8. Hockin 
in each act, but does not specify the 
part taken by the other defendants. 
All of the defendants are named in 
each of the thirty-two indictments, 
and, according to District Attorney 
Miller, sentences may be imposed for 
each of the offenses. It is the conten- 
tion of the gavernment that each of 
the defendants was guilty in each of 
the conspiracy charges, although his 
active participation may have been in 
One transportation only. 
There are fourteen indictments 
charging overt acts and fourteen 
charging unconsummated .acts of con- 
spiracy. 
Another indictment of thirty-four 
counts charges all the defendants as 
being principals in the transportation 
of nitro-glycerin. 
A further indictment of thirty-four 
counts charges McManigal and J.’ B. 
McNamara with physical transporta- 
tion of nitro-glycerin, and all the other 
defendants with abetting. Two other 
remaining indictments, with sixteen 
counts each, charge all the defendants 
with being principals in the trarns- 
portation of dynamite and having aid- 
ed McManigal end J. B. McNamara. 
Altogether the indictments contain

extent, it was shown, merchafits an 

supply men ure, therefore, responsible 
for the fact that today cotton is con- 
sidered the south’s one big money crop. 

A change of these conditions, a, bet- 
ter understanding and a closer co-oP- 
eration between the, farmer and the 
merchant, it was poinfed out, will free 
the farmers from the slavery of cotton, 
will give them a chance to practice 
diversification and rotation of crops, 
and will prevent the south’s being de- 
pendent upon the price of cotton, 4s 
she is today. 

Careful Law Enactment. 

Ex-Governor John M. Slaton was the 
first speaker to address the SS. 
whtn the morning session opened. 

The governor's talk dealt largely 
with the care which should be used in 
the passage ef laws concerning com- 
merce and trade. Commerce, like*man, 
he said, should be given as much lib- 
erty as possible, and cautione? his 
hearers against the enactment or agi- 
tation of laws which will too strictly 
limit: the range of any legitimate en- 
terprise. 

“Let the thoughts and energies of 
the legislator,” he said, “be directed 
to removing the bonds from honest 
commerce and making possible all le- 
gitiinate competition, which is the life 
of trade. Let your laws be-impartial,: 
your weights just and your measures 
fair, and the commerce of the world 
will find you out.” 

New Banking System. 


Harrison Jones, secretary of the 
Georgia branch of the National Citi- 
zens’ League, followed Governor Sla- 
ton with a short talk on the new bank- 
ing system proposed for this..country 
His talk was clear and- concise, and 
received close attention. 

Mr. Jones» showed that if the new 
system were put in operation, individ- 
uals and firms in any section of the 
country would be safe in times of 
money stringency, because the credit 
of the entire nation would be behind 
‘that of the firms and individuals in 
the ‘affected section. The stability of 
a firm or an individual, he showed, 
would then be basetl upon real assets 
instead of the amount of actual cash 
the party in question was able to raise 
immediately. 

‘With tue new system in use, he 
pointed out,if a bankin Georgia were 
short of ready money, but had good 
commercial paper, this paper could be 
used as an asset on which the banks 
could draw money from, other portions 
of the country, something impossible 
now. In this way, he pointed out, 
thousands of business failures might 
be saved the country every year. 

Absent Landlord Dangerous. 

“The ‘absent landlord’ is doing more 
to retard progress in the south than 
he has any idea,” said Josiah Blas- 
singame, of Walton county. 

“By ‘absent landlord’ I mean those” 
land-owners who turn their lands over 
to tenants and do ot give it the 
proper care and attention. And this 
‘Absent Landlord’ is not only keeping 
down the production of tha state, but 
is doing much to drive the young 
farmers from the country. 

“IT know of four farms in Walton 
county owned by men who seldom gee 
them, which, if they were divided into 
small farms and turned over to the 
right kind of farmers, would increase 
the county’s products at least $100,000 
annually, On these four farms of 
which I speak there is not a single 
boy who belongs to a boys’ corn club, 
nor a tenant who raises his own sup- 
plies. And, while I have been in the 


Ysupply business tor twenty-five years, 


I have never lost a cent on a man who 
raised supplies instead of buying 
them.” 

In closing, Mr. Blassingame pleaded 
with the “absent landlords” to either 
give their farms the attention they 
deserve, Or sell them to those who 
will. 

Reduced Cotton Acreage. 

L. G. Hardeman,’ of Commerce, Ga., 
and M. P. Pope, of Washington, Ga., 
spoke of the benefits of reduced cot- 
ton Acreage. 

Mr. Hardeman showed that the con- 
tinued raising of cotton on the same 
land impoverishes the land and in time 
renders it all but useless. On the 
other hand, he pointed out, the land 
may be improved from year to year 
by the proper rotation of crops, while 
many crops may be raised which are 
more profitable than cotton. 

Cotton should be the south’s surplus 
crop instead of her main one, said Mr. 
Popé. The boll weevil, in his opinion, 
will prove a blessing to Georgia, in 
that it will force the farmers into di- 
versification, somethiffg he believes 
nothing else will do. Rotation and di- 
versification are now ..absolutely es- 
sential to not only the commercial 
progress but the commercial life of 
the south, in Mr. Pope’s opinion, 

South’s Surprising Enterprise. 

Professor J. L. Laughlin, of the Uni-’ 
versity of Chicago, made a short k! 
to the convention following Mr, Pot 

The most surprising thing he has 
found on this trip to the south, said 
Professor Laughlin, is the enterprise 
which is now manifesting itself not 
only in: the cities, but in the rural dis- 
tricts. He stated that he believes no 
other section of the country holds out 
half so much of promise as does the 
south, and expressed the opinion that 
the merchants and the farmers are to 
Play a most important part in the 
commercial development which he sees 
just ahead. 

J. H. McGhee, pf Lawrenceville, fol- 
lowed Professor Laughlin ‘and made a 
most interesting talk on advertising, 

Newspapers are the safest of all ad- 
vertising mediums, in his opinion. It 
is through their use that the great 


mail order firms of the east and middle 
west have built up immense businesses 


and if the merchant expects to com- 
pete with these houses he must “fight, 
the devil with fire.’ He” closed his 
talk with a strong plea for more and 
better advertising on the part of the 
retailer, assisted by the wholesaler 
and manufacturer, : 

Dr. D. M. Neighbert, a representative 
of the federal department of animal 
husbandry, closed the day’s session 
with a short but interesting talk on 
the need of tick eradication in the 
state before Georgia's éattle industry 
can ever be what it should.
